5* Szombathely: The Bzombathely air raid defense headquarters have been established 
in the former Domini can . clbl sters ; Air-raid defense regulations are strictly 
enforced by military order. The following Hungarian troops are stationed in the 
bity: an AVH security battalion* an antiaircraft battery at the airfield; AVH 
border guard units, A border guard unit of 550 men is quartered in the old 
Annunciation cloister* It is organised like anr^lnfantry unit and includes a heavy 
weapons company armed with 82 mm. mortars and Soviet Maxim heavy machine guns* 

This unit does not perform border guard duty* The commercial airfield is being 
rebuilt. The bombed ruins have been cleared away and new building construction is 
taking place. The weather and radio station is operating. The field is included 
in the Hungarian commercial air service but is being used for Soviet courier air 
service. The AVH Security battalion is quartered in the SBptei Street barracks* 
opposite the airfield, It is composed of three motorized rifle companies and a 
heavy weapons company, with a total strength of about 600 men. Only one rifle 
company is stationed in the city; one is at ZalalSvd on the Yugoslav border and 
another at D&vidMza, The companies hare three platoons, of three squads each* 

A squad consists of 12 men. Each squad has a' Stayer Diesel with 82 mm. mortars, 
one with two 57 mm. antitank guns, and the third with Itocim heavy machine guns. The 
number of AVH units in Szombathely is increasing steadily. Besides the AVH barracks 
in TSkSli Street, a whole block of houses in Dimitrov Street has been commandeered
